Holding the line for women 


Reporter Lawrence John finds out 
how Tonia Eales from Northampton 
is breaking down barriers in the 
world of engineering 


A female engineer who has been 
with BT for 26 years hopes more 
women can follow her into what she 
calls a ‘challenging but rewarding’ 
career. 

ToniaEales,42,fromNorthampton, 
joined BT as an engineering appren¬ 
tice in 1989 and has worked her way 
up through the business to a posi¬ 
tion where she is now playing a lead¬ 
ing role in making fibre broadband 
available to rural areas across 
Northamptonshire. 

She’s telling her story to mark last 
Tuesday’s National Women in 
Engineering Day an initiative cele¬ 
brating the work women do in engi¬ 
neering, as well as showcasing the 



great engineering careers available 
for girls. 

Tonia, Senior Project Manager with 
Openreach, BT’s local network busi¬ 
ness said: “Joining BT really was the 
best decision I could have made 

“At the time I was more interested 
in joining the RAF, but my dad 
pushed me towards BT as he saw it 
as a secure long-term career option 
with plenty of opportunity. With 
hindsight, I would have to say he was 
absolutely right and I wouldn’t 
change a thing.” 

The early days of Tonia’s four-year 
apprenticeship, a fast track pro¬ 
gramme leading to a permanent role 
as a technical officer, were spent 
working out of Euston Tower in 
London. 

She said: “We would pretty much 
move around the business every two 
weeks, working for different depart¬ 
ments and picking up new skills, 

“It was hard work but great fun get¬ 
ting involved with outside broad¬ 
casts and some more unusual activi¬ 
ties such as lift maintenance. It was 
a great way to gain experience whilst 
studying for a qualification in trans¬ 








mission communications at a 
London college.” 

Halfway through her apprentice¬ 
ship, Tonia decided to specialise in 
internal construction, an engineer¬ 
ing role within BT that focusses on 
the equipment based in the tele¬ 
phone exchange buildings. 

She said: “I certainly stuck out 
being the only girl in the country 
working in internal construction at 
that time. It didn’t really bother me 
as I’ve always liked being a bit differ¬ 
ent, but I can honestly say I never 
had any problems. BT has always 
been very good to me and many of 
the people I worked with in those 
early days are now good friends.” 

Short spells followed in BT’s prod¬ 
uct launch department as well as 
regulatory affairs, where Tonia was 


responsible for implementing the 
latest guidance from OFCOM 
throughout the company. 

But when an opportunity to return 
to her engineering roots came up in 
2010, Tonia jumped at the chance 
and was put in charge of BT’s com¬ 
mercial rollout of fibre broadband 
across London and the East of 
England. This involved working 
with suppliers and contractors to 
organise the engineering works to 
make the new technology available 
to more than a million homes and 
businesses.

Gridlock misery 
during rush hour

Motorists faced traffic chaos 
in Northampton this week. 

On Tuesday, roads leading 
out of the town became 
clogged with traffic due to a 
broken down lorry on the 
A428 Bedford Road 

Motorists were caught up in 
severe delays and queuing 
traffic on the A428 Bedford 
Road out of Northampton 

The problem had arisen 
between Barnes Meadow 
Interchange and the Liliput 
Road junction, because of an 
earlier broken down vehicle. 

Congestion was along the 
A428 Bedford Road to the 
A5123 Cheyne Walk junction 
and on the A5095 Park Avenue 
South to the A4500 
Wellingborough Road junc¬ 
tion. 

As a result of this incident 
roads in the area and as far 


as Weston Favell became 
gridlocked as motorists bat¬ 
tled to try and get to work and 
out of town. Bus services, 
especially those to The Lakes, 
were also severely disrupted. 

• In the early hours of 
Saturday morning, police 
were called to the A4500 near 
Ecton just after 3.30am, where 
the body of a man had been 
found. It is believed he had 
been hit by a car. Police have 
identified him as Roger 
Cridge of Rectory Farm, 
Northampton.

Mill was stopped in both 
directions by police at 
9.20pm. 

The vehicles were forced to 
stop as a man was perched on 
a bridge over the A45 which 
caused police to close the 
road in both directions. 

Traffic backed up on both 
sides of the dual carriageway 
while officers controlled the 
scene around the bridge at 
Weston Mill. 

The man was clinging to the 
railings as he was talked to on 
the bridge by officers. 

Bystanders said police had 
told them there was a man on 
the bridge threatening to 
jump off. Diversions were put 
in place and drivers had to go 
along Billing Road before re¬ 
joining theA45. 

The man was talked down 
by police and taken away into 
protective custody. The A45 
was re-opened at lam on 
Sunday morning.

Bus station a classic case 
of rushed decision making 

I was at North Gate Bus Station the 
other day and once again the inadequa¬ 
cies of it were evident to me. 

Unlike the old Greyfriars Station it 
could not shelter every bus user from 
the rain as many poor folk had to stand 
in the Drapery. Greyfriars may not 
have been a beautiful building but at 
least everyone had a place to sit down 
unlike the situation we have now. 

The whole design and layout of North 
Gate Bus Station is a classic example of 
very poor and rushed decision making. 
Labour said there was not enough pub¬ 
lic consultation by the Conservative 
Administration at the Guildhall and 
perhaps had there been we might have 
got a much better bus station to the one 
we are now stuck with. 

Equally I cannot see how the opening 
up of Abington Street has benefited the 
town centre. In fact, as predicted by 
Labour the motor car has triumphed 



over pedestrians. 

The Conservative administration’s 
decision to open up Abington Street to 
cars has left the Borough Council with 
a £6 million bill over a twenty year 
period”.

Raise awareness of need 
for good palliative care 

Many of your readers may have lost a 
loved one or cared for someone living 
with a terminal illness. 

Marie Curie has been most closely 
associated with caring for people with 
terminal cancer, but as the UK’s lead¬ 
ing terminal illness charity we know 
that people with other diseases need 
the care and support provided by 
Marie Curie and other palliative care 


specialists. 

We have just published a report 
which suggests that people living with 
a terminal illness other than cancer, 
such as heart failure, dementia, end 
stage liver disease and motor neurone 
disease, as well as conditions such as 
Parkinson’s and acute stroke, are less 
likely to be offered or have access to 
palliative and end of life care services. 
Yet this could make a real difference, 
not only to them, but to their families 
and carers. 

Many patients are missing out on the 
opportunity to get the care and sup¬ 
port they need, simply because health 
professionals don’t know who is 
responsible for providing this care and 
who could benefit. We want that to 
change. 

We have written to medical and 
nurse directors across the UK asking 
them to do three simple things to 
improve care and support for patients 
and their families affected by terminal 
illness: 

1. Make certain that all medical and 
nursing staff know how to contact pal¬ 
liative care teams 

2. Ensure that information on pallia¬ 
tive care is widely available 

3. Increase access to palliative care for 
all those who could benefit. This 
includes people with all terminal ill¬ 
nesses, as well as people with multiple 
sclerosis, Parkinson’s disease and 
strokes.

My bike’s ready 
but can I do it? 



“Yeah, that sounds like Vince,” the guys at 
Pitsford Cycles said when I told them there 
are 22 pubs on the route of the Solstice 100 
mountain bike race this weekend. 

The event has been organised by Vince 
Major of mtbepics and starts and finishes 
at The Pomfret Arms - a bike friendly 
Northampton pub. 

I mentioned this in Pitsford Cycles as I 
collected my bike from them on Monday. 

An early evening practice ride was cut 
short when a thorn pierced my tyre last 
week and so in addition to needing my 
bike serviced, it also needed a new inner 
tube. 

Pitsford Cycles, which is sponsoring 
Saturday’s 100 mile event, obligingly took 
in my machine and managed to get it back 
to me sooner than expected. 

Geoff, behind the counter at Pitsford, 
seemed a little worried for me that this was 
my first attempt at this distance. 

He handed me a caffeine and isotonic gel 
and said: “If you get into trouble have this 
but don’t have two or you won’t sleep for a 
week.” 

They also picked up a couple of things on 
my bike that I had no idea needed attend¬ 
ing to. My chain had stretched and the 
teeth on my gear sprocketts had worn. 

They adjusted my handlebars to take 
some pressure off my wrists and kitted me 
out with faster running tyres that are 
resistant to punctures. 

I took the bike out for a spin not really 
expecting too much from the changes but 
the difference was amazing. 

I was flying along and much more com-

fortable in my riding position. 

So now the machine is ready and it is lit¬ 
erally only a matter of hours before I set off 
on my 100 mile adventure. 

The route takes us out of Northampton 
and to the east of Bedford, where I used to 
live, via Sharnbrook where I used to go to 
school, via Chicksands where I have 
always promised myself I would go for a 
bike ride and then west through 
Bedfordshire until we are west of Milton 
Keynes and heading back to civillisation 
in progressive, Rose of the Shires (let your¬ 
self grow), Northamptonshire.

Hyundai i30 

Take a look inside... 


The Hyundai i30 delivers a 
polished performance in its 
updated guise, ushering in 
more efficient engines, a zippy 
Turbo model, a seven-speed 
dual-clutch transmission and 
some classy styling updates. 
Hyundai has come a long way 
very quickly, but it’s hard not to 
be impressed by the maturity of 
this i30’s execution. 

The idea of a sporty Hyundai 
hatchback would have had us 
rolling in the aisles a few years 
back but we’ve seen sister com¬ 
pany Kia debut the genuinely 
credible pro_cee’d GT model, 
so it was about time Hyundai 
got with the programme. 

The i30 Turbo does what 
it says on the tin, offering a 
186PS turbo motor that will 
zip it to 62mph in 8 seconds 
and on to 136mph, so it’s not 
really hot. You could probably 
dip your elbow in it and feed 
it to a baby. Hyundai trumpets 
its Nurburgring-developed 
suspension setup, and it also 
gets bigger wheels and tyres and 
more direct steering (2.78 turns 
lock-to-lock). 

Of more relevance to the 
vast majority of i30 buyers are 
the revised petrol and diesel 
engines that make up the rest 


of the range. 

Buyers will have a choice of 
two diesel options - a 1.6-litre 
engine available in either I 10 
or I 36ps outputs. Those who 
prefer petrol can choose either 
a 1.4-litre I00PS unit or a 1.6-li- 
tre 120PS engine as well as the 
Turbo model. 

The post-2012 i30 is a car 
that has matured a lot from 
the original i30 and it’s a really 
assured piece of design. 

The latest model tweaks the 
look a little with a few minor 
changes such as the slightly 
more assertive hexagonal grille. 
There are also some different 
alloy wheel designs in both 
16 and I 7-inch diameters and 
three additional body colours: 
Polar White, Orange Caramel 
and Jet Black. 

The interior design is neat 
with plenty of metallic and silver 
painted finishes on display, the 
centre console not looking un¬ 
like that of contemporary Ford 
models with sprouting air vents. 

While it’s not possible for 
Hyundai to make the vaulting 
gains it has done to be where it 
is, the i30 shows that improving 
incrementally still puts it on col¬ 
lision course with the very best 
cars in its class.
